some cases rather monotonous, work for some 
time past.

THE SINAI EXPEDITION, 


Mr. Monk Porch, the well-known Oxonian 
Egyptologist, who ison his way to explore 
the Sinaitic peninsula in company with Pro- 
fessor Flinders Petrie, has arrived. at Suez 
aud will start from there by camel. It is well 
known that in ancient times large amounts of 
malachite were brought to Alexandria from 
Sinai, and it is hoped that a large business 
may be developed by reviving the export of 
this beautiful mineral. 

Professor Flinders Petrie, whose age will 
not enable him to endure as much campaign- 
ing in’ the desert-as -he would like, will 
not undertake the search for flint instru- 
ments, which is a subject very dear to Mr, 
Monk Porch’s heart. ‘This search for mala- 
chite is a somewhat new departure for the 
professor, who has hitherto confined his atten- 
tion more to antiquities than to commerce, 
‘The conjunction of these two able men should 
result in some very interesting researches, as 
Sinai is ina great measure an undiscovered 
country. 

‘The old malachite mines are believed to 
have been located, but they have not been 
explored in recent times.

LA GIOCONDA. 

Ponchielli’s tuneful and favorite opera La 
Gioconda 18 so well-known, and so truly appre- 
ciated by the majority of the’ opera-going 
publio,that no surprise need be expressed at the 


audience which assembled last evening and 


taxéd the seating accommodation of the house 
to its utmost limits. 1n spite of this, however, 
the performance failed to draw the house to any 
very great extent in the first or second acts, 
and there appeared to be an unaccountable 
coldness on each side of the footlights ; even 
the moon beat a very hasty retreat. It was 
not until the closing of the third act, with 
its tragic scene and magnificent finale, that 
the audience were thoroughly roused, and all 
the artistes concerned were enthusiastically re- 
called again and again. As La Gioconda Signa. 
Amelia Pinto created a very favorable impres- 
sion, both acting and singing with much artistic 
skill. Such a performance augurs well for the 
success of the several operas in which this 
lady is to appear. Signa. Margherita Julia was 
not altogether what we had anticipated as 
Laura Adorno. If the buskiness so painfully 
eyident occasionally, in the lower register, was 
due to cold, Signa. Julia was certainly very 
brave to have come forward. Her performance 
otherwise was exceedingly good. In the rdle of 
Enzo Grimaldi Sig. Francesco Bravi did not 
appear to be quite at ease, but whatever he 
lacked histrionically he certainly made up for 
vocally. Signor Bravi possesses a fine voice, 
which he has under good control, and although 
rather light for.an opera such as Gioconda, he 
scored a distinct success. His rendering of the 
favorite “Cielo e mar” naturally brought forth 
the usual rounds of applause and consequent 
encore. As Alvise Badoero, Sig. Carlo Walter 
acted with dignity and sang, as he always 
does, with effect. Sig. Enrico Nani’s _per- 
formance was one much above the aver- 
age, his singing and acting being of high 
artistic merit throughout the opera. ‘Sig. Nani 
will undoubtedly become a great favorite 
during the season. The very distressing char- 
acter of La Cieca was ably sustained by 
Signa: Adele Ponzano. The two ballets, danced 
during the evening were well executed, and 
the chorus was even better than usual, the 
invisible chorus in particular being exceed- 
ingly well rendered. Under the able baton 
of Sig. Setti the orchestra was excellent, 
although in the third act and finale the cym- 


bals worked rather more than was pleasant 


for those sitting near.

COTTON SEOTION. 


Résumé of anawers received in November 1904. 

The month of November has not boen favorable; 
the cotton plants have been injured by too cool 
weather and early rains. 

The remnant of the second crop has suffered and 
the opening of the bolis of the top crop which was 
already compromised has almost comple:ely coased. 

The yield at the gins continues to be unsatisfactory 
and the average decrease of 2-8 0/9 on the result of 
1908, which we mentioned in our last résumé, 
tends to go on increasing. 

We are therefore of the opinion ‘hit the 
preceding estimate must be increased, and taking 
into consideration the larger extent of land onlti- 
vated in Upper-Egypt and the gooli yield in 
ginning obtained there, we are led to ertimate the 
crop at only about 6 million cantars.

THE UM RUS FLOTATION. 
Presiding yesterday week at the meeting of 
the Mysore Reefs and General Exploration 
Company, Mr. John Harvey said that a year 
ago when he addressed the shareholders the 
concession known as Um Rus was being ex- 
ploited. In February last it became necessary, 
under their agreement with the Egyptian 
Mines Exploration Company, to bring outa com- 
pany to take over that property. The time was 
unfortunate, as the prospectus appeared two 
days after the outbreak of war between Rus- 
sia and Japan. However, the number of shares 
which was stated in the prospectus as the limit 
on which they would go to allotment was‘ sub- 
scribed for. Since then work had been carried 
on with the greatest vigour. Fortnightly’ re- 
ports from the manager were sent to the Stock 
Exchange and were published in various pa- 
pers, but for the past two months these reports 
had not appeared because development opera- 
tions were stopped in order to strip the shaft 
and prepare it for hoisting the ore. All the 
machinery necessary for stamping had been 
sent out and was in course of erection, and the 
superintendent reported that there were 9,000 
tons of quartz ready for extraction, ‘The mine 
looked as well as ever, and it was hoped early 
in the year to begin crushing. He did not sup- 
pose that there was any other mine only five 
miles from the sea and within three weeks of 
London. They could lay down machinery and 
coal at a reasonable rate. ‘I'here seemed to be 


no difficulty with regard to the question.of }- 


labour, and no doubt as the development or 
the mine was proceeded with more hands 
would come in. ‘The Egyptian mines seemed 
to be attracting attention from all parts of the 
world. It was true that the lodes so far were 
not very-wide, but they could not tell what 
depth might show. ‘I'he company had the right 
to prospect over alarge portion of territory over 
there, but not much had yet been done in that 
direction. He moved the adoption of the report. 
Mr. Wilde said that he considered the report 
satisfactory, and he believed that the old com- 
pany would now get out of the bad odour in 
which it had been so long. A shareholder asked 
if some of the company’s Um Rus shares could 
not be distributed in, the form of a dividend. 
The Chairman said it was too early yet to say 
anything definite on that matter, but there 
was a dividend looming in. the distance.

CAPE TO CAIRO RAILWAY. 
FURTHER EXTENSION. 

A further extension of the Cape to Cairo 
railway to a point 350 miles north of the Zam- 
besi was decided upon last week. Sir Charles 
Metcalfe, consulting engineer of the railway, 
wh) is now superintending the work on the 
Zambesi, reports that rapid progress is being 
made with the line to the north of Victoria 
Falls, and it is expected that the railhead will 
be at Kalomo, the administrative centre of 
North-West Rhodesia (Barotseland), early next 
year. From Kalomo, which is 100 miles north 
of the Zambesi, in pursuance of the decision 
reached last week, work will be continued in a 
northeastern direction to Broken Hill, a point 
250 miles beyond Kalomo.

(From an Occastonat CORRESPONDENT), 


FALSE PROPHETS. 


Khartoum, Dee. 1. 

The execution of the death sentence on the 
two remaining disciples of the false prophet 
Issa ibn Mariam created a profound and ex- 
cellont impression on the fanatical inhabitants 
of Sinya. Marki®. The death sentence was 
carried out in th® presence of a large crowd of 
spectators, who caine from all the villages to 
view the spectacle. Mr. Iles, Department 
Inspector, was in charge of the execution. 

Another so-called “waly” or saint has made 
his appearance in the adjoining Markaz of 
Sennar. . His followers believe that he is a 
great man ahd able to do anything he likes. 
They have ascertained that he never prays 
in the Sudan, but at Mecca, where he was seen 
by numerous pilgrims performing his devotions. 
The new saint and his Derwishes, as they 
claim to be, were arrested in Kassala and sent 
to their own Moudirieh, which is Sennar. 
They are all now in prison and will shortly be 
released on condition that they never come 
here again or bother themselves about false 
saints, but will cultivate their lands and gain 
their livelihood by the sweat of their brow. 


WAD MEDANI. 


A number of private persons intend to begin 
building convenient dwellings at Wad Medani 
for Government employés. Accommodation at 
that important Blue Nile town is very bad, as 
‘most of the houses are made of straw, called 
“kattah,” or of mud. The military are accom- 
modated suitably, as they have spacious apart- 
ments situated in the best quarter of the town, 
but the Government seems to pay little heed to 
the civilians at Wad Medani,who are compelled 
during winter to wade in mud and water in 
order to. reach their houses, 


CHRISTIANITY IN THE SUDAN. 


I was much pleased to read in a recent 
number of the Gazette that an endeavour is 

Hig made to establish Christian mission 
stations in the Sudan. ‘These are greatly 
needed. In the Sudan Christians live like 
pagans, hearing and seeing absolutely nothing 
in the way of outward signs of Christianity, 
and having no opportunity, in consequence, 
of joining in public worship. ‘The great 
increase in the number of Sudanese who be- 
come Moslems, which some European papers 
have reported, has not taken place lately. It 
was so in the time of the Dervishes,when slave 
dealers invaded the Sudan and compelled all 
slaves and negroes to become Mahomedans, but 
now these have been got rid of and freedom is 
given to all there is no increase whatever, 
Christianity can do much good in the Sudan, 
and Government should give every assistance 
it can to missionaries who want to establish 
stations here. 


BLUE NILE. 


The Blue Nile has now fallen, and in a 
week’s time it will be impossible for steamers 
to run south of Khartoum. Boats will replace 
them.

EGYP! AND ITALY. 
TRADE RELATIONS, 


(FRoM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT). 
Rome, Dee. 1. 

The approaching establishment of a branch 
of the Banco di Roma at Alexandria, and 
afterwards at Cairo, has been hailed by the 
newspapers as a factor in the commercial deve- 
lopment of Italian trade with Egypt. It is 
curious that Italy, with its important trade 
with Egypt, has never thought of establishing 
a branch’of one of her banks in Egypt before 
now. 

The Italian commercial delegate at Cairo 
reports to the Minister of Commerce, that in 
the last industrial exhibition in Cairo, the 
Italian industrial section occupied the first 
place. 

The enormous agricultural development of 
' Egypt (and therefore of agricultural machines) 
and the increase in light railways, have led to 

considerable augmentation in our exports to 
Egypt of lubricating oils for machinery. _ For 
. instance, in 1899 Egypt imported lubricating 
oils to the value of L.E. 30,578. In 1908 these 
figures went up to L.E. 50,490. The principal 
‘ importers of this oil were England, the United 
States, Germany, Belgium, Italy, and France. 
Last year England ceded the first place to the 
U.S.A., and Italy has increased her oil exports 
from L.E. 6,000 to L.E. 16,570. So that Italy 
occupies a conspicuous place in the import of 
lubricating oil,in which she has beaten Germany 
and Belgium. We hope to be the first and in 
future the only providers of lubricating oils 
for Egypt. ee 
Italy's activity in cotton spinning is marvel- 
lous. She is gaining ground in’ the Eastern 
markets over England,and she will soon become 
a serious competitor with England in this 
branch of industry. 
Many Egyptian princes have passed through 


Italy lately en route to sunny Egypt,
